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subjeOtA Spring Lemon Lights -- Flash Report 

This memo provides an update on Lorillard's Spring Lemon 
Lights in test since April. 


Retail share is available for Arizona and retail distribution 
is reported for Arizona, Hartford and Milwaukee. ICC 
distributor and factory shipment data are also reported. 

• According to retail sales audits in Arizona, the brand 
registered a 0.4 during two weeks ending 6/4 with 
distribution at 92%, an increase of +10% over the 
previous reporting period. BIGIF's were offered in 33% 
of the stores and accounted for 18% of total share. In 
Hartford, retail distribution was 90%, similar to the 
preceding period, with 26% of the stores offering 
BIGIF's. in Milwaukee, 85% of the stores have Spring 
Lemon Lights, an increase of 5%, with 17% reporting 
BIGIF's. 

• Region 1 reports that while BIGIF's have encouraged 
trial, there is little repeat business due to a 
perceived unpleasant taste. In addition, consumers 
continue to return the product. Region 4 also reports 
"minimal" acceptance due to taste. 

• In Hartford and Milwaukee, ICC data (w/e 5/28) 
positioned Spring Lemon Lights at/below 0.1 from a high 
of only 0.3 and 0.4 during w/e 4/23. Promotional 
product was not an aspect of reported share. In 
Arizona, monthly reporting placed the brand at 1.0 and 
0.04 during April and May, with 55% of share due to 
B1G1F promotions. 

• During the first full month of factory shipment 
activity Spring Lemon Lights registered a l.o, 0.8 and 
1.2 in Arizona, Connecticut and Milwaukee, reflecting 
introductory load. 
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
